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Claim 8-12 and 27 remain with drawn from consideration as drawn to non- 
elected species. 

Claims 3-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In particular, claim 3 still depends from cancelled claim 2. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the Invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by Rhine. 

In particular, Rhine teaches using various elastic conduits in high-pressure 
fuel lines for a direct injection system in order to dampen pressure fluctuations. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by

applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claim 25 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly anticipated by 
Furuhashi. 



In particular, Furuhashi teaches a bellows used to dampen pressure fluctuations 
in a rail used for direct injection. 

Claim 26 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 13-24 and 28 are allowed. 

Applicant's arguments filed June 10, 2003 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

In particular, the references to Kato ('096) and Osakabe are now unavailable 
under 103 ©, consequently rejections using their teachings have been withdrawn, 
Unfortunately, applicant's broad claims 1 and 25 are still anticipated by other art now 
cited and applied by the examiner. 
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Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
